Bridge. 
New 
Ford Relief Agent On B. & 0. S-W. Ar­ 


rested On Charge of Forgery. 


"BLIND PIG" CASE 
DR. W. L. BRYAN 
COUNCIL MEETING 


Zilch 
IL 
Deputy committed suicide 
this morning just south of the New Ford 
bridge. 
His body was discovered about 
ll o clock by J. IL Anderson, IL ('. 
J olm son aud 
II. (J. Stra tto n as they 
crossed the bridge in an automobile on 
their way to Brownstown. 
Mr. A n d er­ 
son noticed some clothing on tilt* sand 
b a r undei* the bridge and remarked that 
it looked as it 
some 
one 
had 
been 
drowned. 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. S t r a t ­ 
ton then saw the body near the east 
bank 
of 
the 
river, and 
immediately 
made an examination of the surround­ 
ings. 
They found a large Barlow knife 
in the m a n 's right hand, which was un­ 
doubtedly the instrument with which he J 
had committed the deed. 
The body was 
still warm when it was found which 
would indicate th a t he had died only a 
few hours before. 
Mr. S tra tto n returned to Seymour at 
once and notified F. J. Voss who sent 
his ambulance out a fter the body. 
The 
coroner was also notified, and arrived in 
Seymour this afternoon. 
An exam ination of the body showed 
that the main a rte ry in the right leg was 
severed, and th a t death was almost in 
stantaneous. 
There were several other 
scratches on his neck and a n u m b er of 


c u t s on his breast, which had been made 
with the dull knife, but these would not 
have caused his death. 
W hen the body 
was found there was much blood in the 
water, which indicated that he had bled 
to death. 


Mr. Deputy was evidently te mporarily 
insane when he committed th e deed, as 
his clothes, which were found on the 
sand bar near where the body was lying 
were cut and torn into small pieces. The 
body was brought to Seymour about I 
o clock and ta k e n to Mr. V o s s ’ u nd e r­ 
t a k i n g establishment and prepared for 
burial. 
I t is not known when Mr. Deputy 
went to the river, but was seen here 
T hursday evening. 
Ile had been em­ 
ployed at several places during the paM 
few months and had spent part of his 
time a t ( rothersville. 
lit* 
was 
well 
known throughout the country and had 
many 
friends 
who speak of him 
in 
highest terms. 
He is survived b y two 
daughters, Al iL S. Cf. Rucker, of C ro th ­ 
ersville, and Mrs, Ben Hamilton, of I ii 
dianapolis, and one son. Marvin Deputy, 
of Seymour.. 
The coroner will probably hold his 
inquest in the morning. 


Albert C. Smith, of this city, a relief 
agent on the B. & (). was arrested at 
Willow Valley Thursday on a serious 
charge and was taken to Shoals where 
he will have to explain his conduct iii 
the circuit court. 
A few- weeks ago he 
(‘ame into a store here and presented a 
check to a local merchant which was 
cashed a t t e r the stranger had been ques­ 
tioned a s to his identity. 
The check 
was turned over to one of the local 
banks and later came back protested. 
Meanwhile 
it seems th a t Smith 
had 
gone to the merchant and atte m p te d to 
pay the money back to get the check in 
his possession again, 
B ut it was too 
late, as the check was already gone and 
tin1 merchant was unable to recall it. 
It seems th a t Smith originally resided 
iii V irginia but had been working on 
some oilier road in this part of th e coun­ 
try before securing employment with the 
B. Sc (). some two or three months ago. 
Only a few weeks ago he wTas joined here 
by his wife and tw-o sons, who it is said 
came directly here from Virginia. 
Ile 
has been employed as ticket agen t and 
telegraph operator at several stations 
along the road, including two or three 
places not f a r from S e y m o u t 
He also 
acted as agent a t Shoals about a month 
ago and was employed a t Willow Valley 
when placed under arrest Thursday. 
The check which Smith cashed here 
and which it is claimed he represented 
to be his own, amounted to about $15 
and was in the name of Stephen C an ­ 
field. 
It seems t h a t Canfield, who ia a 
section man on the B. & ()., because of 
sickness or for some other reason, had 
j not called at Shoals for his check until 
several days a f te r it arrived when Smith 
was unable to produce it. 
It appears 
th at he did not have sufficient money to 
make the loss good if he had desired to 
until he received his cheek 
lhursdav. 
He claims there was a mistake made 
about the cheek but as yet has not been 
able to give a satisfactory reason why 
he was cashing another m a n ’s check. 
He was arraigned before the judge of 
the Martin circuit court Thursday and 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of for­ 
gery and was sent to jail in default 
of boud.

us pals in 
a cozy corner of the vil- 
age saloon, or in any other cozy cor­ 
der equally conducive to the spinning 
►f romantic thrillers, drew from their 
billing eyes salt tears in such pro* 
'usion that their systems soon felt the 
leed of liquid replenishment? 
In his 
jew book Mr. Sonneck has cleverly

“Copies of the song were struck off 
n handbill form and promiscuously 
llstributed on the street. 
Catching 
vith popular favor like prairie fire, 
t spread in e v e r y direction, wras read 
md discussed until, in less than an 
lour, the new’s spread all over the 
■tty. 
Picked up by a crowd asseal* 
lied about Capt. 
McCauley's tavern, 
lest to the Holiday Street theatre, 
chere two brothers, Charles and Ferd* 
nand Durang, musicians and actors, 
cere stopping, the latter mounted a 
:hair and rendered it in fine style to 
I large assemblage." 
A second version slates that it was 
list printed and put upon the press 
>y (’apt. Edes of Baltimore, belonging

to Col. Long's Twenty-seventh Regi­ 
ment of Militia; that it was given 
him by the author, and that it was 
first sung by about twenty volunteer 
soldiers in front of the Holiday S^eet 
Theater, “who used to congregate at 
the adjoining tavern to get their early 
mint juleps.” 
From this account it is 
also inferred that Ferdinand Du rang 
was the first soloist to sing the song, 
while his brother Charles and the sol­ 
diers formed the chorus, 
A third ac­ 
count. though somewhat more elabo 
rate, agrees with the second, adding 
that “the old air, ‘Anacreon in Heav­ 
en.' had been adapted to it by the au­ 
thor,” and that “Mr. Edes was desired 
so to print it on the top of the bal­ 
lad ” 
But these stories, after all, are com­ 
paratively tame. 
Observe how much 
greater the play of imagination in the 
ensuing narrative, w'hich Mr. Sonneck 
clips out of a Harper’s Magazine dated 
1871. being an interview with an old 
friend of Key: 
*• ‘Have you heard of Francis Key s 
poem?’ said one of our men, coming 
in one evening as we lay scattered over 
the green hill near the Captain s m ar­ 
quee. It was a rude copy, and written 
in a scrawl which Horace 
Greeley 
might have mistaken for his own. 
He 
read it aloud, once, twice, three times, 
until the entire division seemed elec­ 
trified by its pathetic eloquence. 
“An idea seized Ferdinand Durang. 
Hunting up a volume of flute music 
which was in somebody’s tent, he im­ 
patiently whistled snatches of 
tune 
after tune, just as they caught his 
quick eye. 
One, called ‘Anacreon in 
Heaven’ (I have played it often, for it 
was in my book that he found it), 
struck his fancy and riveted his atten­ 
tion. 
Note after note fell from his 
puckered lips until, with a leap and a 
shout he exclaimed, ‘Boys, I ve hit it!’ 
and. fitting the tune to the words, they 
sang out for the first time the song 
of ‘The Star-Spangled Banner.* 
How 
•he men shouted and clapped, tow never 
was there a wedding of poetry to mu­ 


sic made under such inspiring influ­ 
ences. 
Getting a brief furlough, the 
brothers (and here Mr. Sonneck in­ 
serts two loud exclamation marks.) 
sang it in public soon after," 
The author has kept strictly within 
his official instructions, making no at­ 
tempt whatever to cast the dice in fa­ 
vor of any edition in contradistinction 
to any other. The task of the govern­ 
ment in issuing an official pronuncia­ 
mento now appears to be no easy mat­ 
ter. especially in the case of “The Srar- 
Spangled Banner." 
In his "Report” 
Mr. Sonneck finds that, not counting 
the original draft, at least five copies 
of 
“The 
Star-Spangled 
Banner” in 
Key’s handwriting exist at the present 
time or have existed, and that these 
differ in several respects from each 
other. 
In one of these manuscript copies, 
owned by Louis J. Cist, for example, 
the first line begins, “O, say can ye 
see,” instead of “O, say can you see;’’ 
“at the twilight’s last gleaming” be­ 
comes “by the twilight’s last gleam­ 
ing;” “broad stripes and bright stars” 
is reversed to read “bright stars and 
broad stripes;” “clouds of the fight” 
replaces “perilous flight;’’ 
“On 
the 
shore dimly seen” begins "On that 
shore;” “In full glory reflected now 
shines in the stream ” ends with the 
words, 
“on 
the 
stream,” 
and 
the 
phrase, “Between their lov'd home” 
stands “Between their lov’d homes.” 
Mr. Sonneck’s account of his re­ 
searches regarding the origin of ‘ Yan­ 
kee Doodle” is unusually entertaining. 
He found that since ITT*., when the 
public began to be interested in the 
song, it has been claimed that it was 
composed by a British officer of the 
Revolution; that the air had its origin 
in 
a 
military march, “Schwaelmer 
Tanz,” introduced into this country by 
the Hessians during the War for Inde­ 
pendence; that the first part of the 
tune is identical with the “ Danza Es- 
parta” and the tune had its origin in 
the Pyrenees; that the air is of Hun­ 
garian origin; that the tune was in­ 
troduced by harvest laborers in Hol­ 
land; that the air was composed by 
the 
Fife 
Major 
of 
the 
Granadier 
Guards about 1750 as a march; that 
the tune was founded on an English 
tune common among the peasantry of 
England 
previous 
to 
th** 
time 
of 
Charles I.; that it was set during the 
time of Cromwell to various ditties in 
r i d i c u l e of the Protector; that in the 
r e i g n of Charles II. the tune was sung 
to the words, “Lucy Lost Her Pocket;” 
that the air is the same as that of the 
New England jig, “Lydia Fisher," pop­ 
u l a r in N e w England before the Revo­ 
lution; that the earliest printed ver­ 
s i on of the air a p p e a r s in s i x - e i g h t 
time in an eighteenth century dance 
collection; that the air is that of “Kit­ 
ty Fisher's dig." 
p r i n t e d in one of 
Thomson's 
c o u n t r y dance books, 
in 
triple time; that the song is identical 
with an “Air from Ulysses,** opera by 
J. C. Smith; that the tune “Did Little 
Dickey Ever Trick Ye?" in an opera 
by Ame (about 1750) is the same as- 
“Yankee Doodle;” that Dr. Shuckburg 
wrote the “Yankee Doodlewverses to 
an old-fashioned jig; that Dr. Sha< k- 
burg, wit and surgeon in the English 
army, encamped in 1755 near Albany 
composed it as a joke, and that the 
air is of Irish origin and is identical 
with “All the Way to Galway.” 
In the “Yankee Doodle” chapter, wre 
are also reminded that this one of our 
national songs, at least, has gradually 
become a national march, or air, as 
one scarcely ever hears it sung as a 
song, nowadays, in public or patriotic 
assemblages.* 
In comparing the pievailing editions 
of “Hail Columbia” in song books of 
the day, Mr. Sonneck found little to 
criticise in the way of text differences; 
but the music offered ample opportuni­ 
ty. 
Even among current editions of 
the song there a r e astonishing differ­ 
ences in the music. 
An examination 
of eight up-to-d.te song books selected 
at random revealed differences in more 
than half of the twenty-eight bars of 
the 
music. 
“The 
di£* repancies be­ 
tween current, versions of T h e Star- 
Spangled 
Banner’ 
are 
regrettable 
enough,” 
remarks 
the author, “but 
those between current versions of ‘Hail 
Columbia’ evidently are still worse.”

Other ships w ill bring 
heavy < onsignments of smokes till the 
flurry is over and some c o s t l y c a r g o e s 
of m a n u f a c t u r e d tobacco may be ex­ 
pected in vessels that leave the islands 
al>out this time, 
"Last voyage I paid the equivalent 
of 3 cents apiece for the best cigars 
to be had in Manila. 
I don’t know 
what the same brand will fetch in the 
United States, but the American mar­ 
ket is bound to be well stocked with 
the genuine article.

rubble, since its interlaced branches 
tend to prevent the fall of loose stones.

Census reports tell us tha t in the 
United States we have to-dav at least 
233,598,085 chickens, 6,559,367 turkeys, 
5,676,863 geese and 4,807,358 
ducks. 
Poultry is an asset on at least 8 8l/j 
per cent of the farms of this country, 
and at least 250.000,000 chickens, not 
counting other varieties of poultry, 
are consumed annually. 
The secre­ 
tary of the United States Department 
of Agriculture says tha t our hens lay 
about 1.666,000.000 dozens of eggs a 
year, amounting to enough money to 
pay the interest on the national debt. 
Again, we are confronted with the 
fact that the poultry and egg crops 
comprise 16.3 per cent of the total 
animal products of this country, and 
that, exclusive of the eggs and poultry 
consumed by the owners of the hen, 
the eggs alone bring annually $225.- 
000,000 and the poultry crop is worth 
$150,000,000 a year. 
Still further im- 
piovement is shown in the fact tha t in 
ten agricultural colleges poultry hus­ 
bandry is taught.

we would not 
bind ourselves by any specific agree­ 
ment to a hand till wre first had the 
opportunity of observing his charac­ 
teristics, or knew him by undeniable 
reputation or recommendation. 
So it is preferable to hire 
some 
steady, dependable farmboy of your 
own neighborhood. 
Where this can 
not be done, take the stra nger who is 
seeking employment on 
trial 
for a 
week or two; study him from all sides; 
give him a chance to learn your ways, 
and 
if the 
trial 
seems sa tisfa ctory 
to both the risk in hiring him will 
not be so great as though he w’ere 
hired during the first hour of your 
acquaintance. 
Have your agreement with a hired 
man down in "black and white.”

is that they depend upon having feed 
thrown down in front of them every 
few hours, and consequently they will 
not work or scratch to keep them­ 
selves in good condition by taking de­ 
sirable exercise.

a re not declining, as is popularly sup­ 
posed. Individual farming deteriorates 
ind soils wear out, as they have al­ 
ways done, but as a whole it seems 
probable that we are producing more 
crops an acre than formerly. 
This is undoubtedly due to many 
factors— to better and 
more 
intelli­ 
gent cultivation and more and better 
systems of rotations of crops, and in 
la ter years to the intelligent 
use of 
fertilizers through measures of control 
in the hands of every individual farm ­ 
er. 
In addition we must recognize the 
increase in farm animals and stock, 
the improvement in seed by selection 
and breeding and increased density in 
population, which is forcing attention 
to more intensive methods. Prof. Whit­ 
ney says that so far as his informa­ 
tion goes there is apparently no signifi­ 
cant difference at the present time be­ 
tween the composition of the old a gri­ 
cultural soils of Europe and the newer 
agricultural soils of the United States 
with respect 
to 
potash, 
phosphoric 
acid, lime and magnesia. 
According 
to 
a very old English 
work, the course of Roman agriculture 
was 
of 
the simplest description— a 
crop of grain and then the land was 
untilled or unseeded for a year 
or 
more. 
Every year one-half of the a ra ­ 
ble land was in grain and the other 
half allowed to remain untilled. 
A 
third of this was sown with a green 
crop of some kind, to be given to the 
cattle, and this was the only portion 
of the idle land that received the bene­ 
fits of manure. 
The result 
of 
this 
mode was that the arable land was 
manured once 
in six years, and, in 
that period, produced three crops of 
grain and one of green stuff. This sys­ 
tem. by degrees, wore out the land. 
It 
took the very heart out of it, so to 
speak, so that, in the time of Varro, 
a great falling off had taken place in 
the returns for the quantity of seed 
sown. 
FU ix years later Cicero gave 
an account of the rich Sicilian lands, 
and claimed two and a half bushels to 
the statute acre. 
This well cultivated, 
seemed to have yielded eight or ten 
for one, equal to twenty or twenty-five 
bushels, respectively. 
In another half 
century Columella told us that over a 
large part of Italy the instances were 
few in which the return was more than 
four to one.

son of near Cambridge City has been j 
solv ed. 
Rev elee 
was 
arrested 
by j 
Su perintendent Gorman of the local , 
police department, and after being 
looked in a cell for two hou rs, sent for 
Su perintendent 
Corman 
and 
u nbu r­ 
dened himself completely . 
Rev elee, who had formerly worked 
for the Allisons, was searching the 
hou se for money and v alu ables, he told 
the police, when Mrs. Allison cau ght 
him and called him by name. 
He 
tu rned u pon her, knocked her down 
and then pou red coal oil on her cloth­ 
ing, which he set on fire. 
He say s that 
dime nov el reading had cau sed his 
idleness and crime. 
He belongs to a 
good family . 
The officials of Way ne cou nty hav e 
been compelleu to stand gu ard ov er 
Rev elee. 
Ou tside the jail a mob of 
sev eral 
hu ndred 
men 
formed 
soon 
after it was learned that Rev elee had 
confessed to killing Mrs. Allison. The 
mob at times threatened to ru sh into 
the cou nty jail and take the prisoner 
o ut, and only the stern front pu t u p 
by the sheriff and his depu ties pre­ 
v ented this. Three times they charged 
the jail, bu t the officers beat them 
back with gu ns and clu bs. The sheriff 
has depu tized fifty additional gu ards 
to help defend the y ou ng prisoner. 
Rev elee formerly worked on the Al- 
lisoa farm, knew where the few v al­ 
u ables the family owned were kept, 
and planned to rob the hou se. 
His 
home is at Milton, one mile sou th of 
the Allison home, bu t for some time he 
has been employ ed in a Richmond fac­ 
tory . 
On the night prior to the mu r­ 
der Rev elee boarded a traction car for 
Cambridge City and went to the Alli­ 
son home, where he spent the night 
in the loft of the barn. 
The nex t 
morning he watched u ntil Allison and 
his farm employ e left the hou se for 
work in an adjoining field and then 
made his way to the hou se. 
He boldly entered a room and when 
cau ght by Mrs. Allison, realizing that 
his act wou ld resu lt in seriou s difficu l­ 
ty for himself becau se he had been 
recognized. Rev elee knocked Mrs. 
A V 
lison down and after killing her pou red 
oil on her clothing and set fire to the 
hou se. 
He ran from the hou se before 
the smoke began pou ring from the 
windows and made his way across 
fields to Cambridge City , where he 
boarded a traction car for this city . 
Rev elee was nev er su spected of any 
connection with the crime u ntil Su per­ 
intendent Gorman ascertained that the 
y ou ng man was talking freely abou t 
the case and had stated that he once 
worked for Allison. When Rev elee was j 
qu estioned he appeared greatly alarm- j 
ed. 
Su perintendent Gorman felt he j 
was on the right track and had Rev e- j 
lee arrested and placed in jail and the 
confession followed.

going on. An Interesting case in point 
is the rapid growth in w hat is con­ 
sidered good English of a phrase con­ 
fined for many years to the mouths of 
the vulgar. 
The use of the accusative 
for the nom inative case after a verb 
Is a notorious fault of children and 
adults of imperfect education. 
P ar­ 
ents and teachers have to battle stren­ 
uously against 
the 
“ It’s me,” “It’s 
him,” " I t’s her,” of childish speech. 
And you often catch adults careful 
about other things, even such refine­ 
ments as the use of shall and will or 
the subjunctive moods, calmly tak ing 
you Into their confidence by mak ing 
some statem ent strictly "Between you 
and I.” 
Theoretically these are alik e 
unpardonable, but there has been a 
growing disposition of the phrase " It’s 
m e” to rise above the others from the 
muck of vulgar si>eech to the au thor­ 
ity of literary writing. 
We do not 
k now how to explain this, unless it be 
by the analogy of the French phrase, 
“C’est moi.” 
That may have grown 
up in precisely the same way, although 
we believe that the mol is called a 
second form of the nominative. 
The 
same fiction will probably be employ­ 
ed when It comes to be received in the 
English 
gram m ars 
and 
dictionaries. 
In the meantim e the phrase has been 
m ak ing its way in the best literature, 
first cautiously In the speech of Ir­ 
responsible characters and finally with 
the authority of the w riter himself. We 
remem ber It distinctly In Kipling and 
more vaguely in Stevenson. 
Finally 
comes an English professor of phil­ 
ology, named Jespersen, with a plea 
for full acceptance of the phrase on the 
ground that “It's I” has become pedan­ 
tic, while usage has m ade "It's me” a 
perfectly sound locution.

endure severe heat than those of other 
colors. 
The experim ents that the gov­ 
ernm ent and private citizens are m ak ­ 
ing In Vermont to Improve the Mor­ 
gan, an allround horse of great use­ 
fulness, are further evidence of the 
enduring nature of « the revival of in­ 
terest in this fine animal.

was Stephen Collins Foster. 
“ He has been in his grave for more 
than forty-five years, but ‘Old Black 
Jo e,’ ‘Old Uncle Ned’ and the ‘Old 
Folks at Home’ appear to he immor­ 
tal. 
These, like ‘My Old Kentucky 
Home,’ ‘Hard Times Come Again No 
More,’ ‘We are Coming, Father Abra 
ham,’ and at least a score of others 
by the sam e author have become tree 
folk songs—a part of the thought, sen 
timent and life of the people. 
“ Foster was born near Pittsburg 
July 4, 18 2G, and made his firsWat- 
tempt 
at composition 
just thirteen 
years later. 
When he was only 16 he 
published the song ‘Open Thy Lattice, 
Love.’ 
Returning to Pittsburg after a 
fewr years in Cincinnati he fell in 
with a musical club and one night 
sang a song of his own composition— 
‘Iiouisiana Belle’—for 
the 
entertain­ 
ment. of the club members. 
Its suc­ 
cess in the clubroom was so great 
that the author next produced some' 
of the songs he had composed while 
in Cincinnati, among them being ‘Un­ 
cle Ned’ and ‘O Susanna.’ 
“ These were communicated by word 
of mouth throughout the city and be­ 
came general favorites. 
Encouraged 
by the m easure of local success, he 
published ‘Uncle Ned’ in 18 47, but re­ 
ceived nothing for it. 
‘O Susanna’ 
was 
published soon afterw’ard, and 
for it the author was paid $100. 
“ The check received for ‘O Sus­ 
anna’ caused him to embark upon the 
rather precarious 
vocation of song 
writer, and for a time his productions 
were turned out with astonishing rap­ 
idity, meeting with a sale that at that 
period was unparalleled. 
Of the ‘Old 
F oIks at Home’ 300,000 copies were 
sold, from which the author received 
$15,000 in commissions. 
“ Many think 
that this 
was the 
most popular song that has ever been 
written, and it is just as popular to­ 
day as it w’as before it lost its nov­ 
elty. 
Many of the songs were trans­ 
lated into all the languages of Eure?)a 
and some of those of Asia and Africa. 
“ The last three years of his life 
were spent in Newr York, where he 
died in 1S64. ‘Old Folks at Home’ 
sung as his coffin was lowered 
the grave.”

a Good-Sized Hiss Swept the Hall, 


but the President Gave No Evidence 


cf Having Noticed the Discourtesy— 


Explained H is Opposition. 


W ashington, April 15.— Last night, 
while speaking before the 
National 
American Women's Suffrage associa­ 
tion at the Arlington hotel, President 
Taft was hissed. 
It was a good-sized 
j hiss that started in the back of the 
auditorium and quickly spread to other 
parts. 
It cam e when Mr. Taft was 
giving his reasons for opposing worn- 
[ en s suffrage. 
The president gave no 
evidence of having noticed the dis- 
i courtesy, but the incident was noted in 
the official transcript of the speech 
given out. 
Explaining his opposition to the suf­ 
frage m ovem ent, he said: 
“ We ap­ 
prove and support a popular, repre­ 
sentative governm ent because on the 
whole every intelligent 
class 
which 
really is intelligent knows its own in­ 
terests and it is better qualified to de­ 
termine how those interests shall be 
eared for and preserved than any other 
class, no m atter how' altruistic.” 
“But,” continued the president, “I 
call your attention to two qualifica­ 
tions in that statem ent— one is that 
the class should be intelligent enough 
to know its own interests. 
The the­ 
ory that Hottentots or any uneducat­ 
ed altogether unintelligent class is fit­ 
ted for self-governm ent at once, or to 
take part in governm ent is a theory 
that I wholly dissent from, but this 
qualification is not applicable to the 
question here. 
The other qualification 
to which I call your attention is that 
the class 
should 
as 
a 
whole 
care 
enough to look after its interests, to 
take part as a whole in the exercises 
of pofitical pow'er if it is conferred.
